Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 



Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite in 
that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is 
an omnibus type claim. 



Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by De 
Keller (245). 

De Keller discloses a Casino Method And Device Thereof. 
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Regarding claims 1-3 & 5-12 

De Keller teaches a casino game (poker style) that may be electronic, 
where players make an ante (opening wager), are allowed to make a wager on 
one certain winning hand (an outcome wager) and allowing players to hold, 
discard and resolve hands [see abstract]. 

De Keller an electronic version which all the required means including 
means for permitting multiple hands by way of multiple pay lines (see figure 3 & 
col. 10, lines 64-65). 

De Keller further teaches payout odds being based on the ante and at 

least one wager (see col. 3, lines 29-31 ). 
» 

Regarding claim 4 

De Keller further permits players to make a second outcome wager (see 
col. 3, lines 48-52).
